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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

Gentlemen, — 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  third  Annual  Beport  on  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough,  viz. : — that  for  the  year  1909. 

VITAL  STATISTICS.— The  death-rate  for  the  year  from 
all  causes  was  16'9  per  1,000  population.  This  figure  is  almost 
the  same  as  that  for  the  preceding  year.  As  explained  on  page 
17  this  rate  must  be  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution  in  the 
Borough  before  it  can  be  compared  with  the  death  rates  for  other 
towns.  This  corrected  rate  is  18' 2,  and  exceeds  the  average 
corrected  rate  (15*6)  for  the  76  great  towns.  The  zymotic 
death-rate,  which  was  2*9  per  1,000  population  is  somewhat 
higher  than  that  for  the  preceding  year  (2*6)  and  is  double  the 
rate  for  the  76  Great  Towns  (1*42).  The  infantile  death-rate  was 
129  per  1,000  births  as  compared  with  182  for  the  preceding 
year  and  with  118,  the  average  for  the  76  Great  Towns  during 
the  year  under  report. 

The  comparison  made  in  the  foregoing  paragraph  between 
the  death-rates  for  the  Borough  during  the  year  1909  and  those 
during  1908,  shows  that  there  is  very  little  difference  in  the 
figures  for  the  two  years.  The  comparison,  however,  of  the 
Borough  death-rates  for  1909  with  the  average  of  those  for  the 
76  Great  Towns  for  the  same  year  is  somewhat  adverse  to  the 
Borough.  As  during  the  preceding  year,  the  local  death-rate 
which  is  chiefly  in  excess  is  the  zymotic.  During  the  year  1908 
the  comparatively  high  zymotic  death-rate  was  accounted  for  by  an 
outbreak  of  whooping  cough,  which  was  the  cause  of  60  deaths  • 
during  the  year  1909  the  place  of  whooping  cough  has  been 
taken  by  measles  and  102  deaths  were  ascribed  directly  to  this 
latter  disease.  Indirectly,  moreover,  measles  has  undoubtedly 
played  an  important  part  in  increasing  the  number  of  deaths 
due  to  pneumonia  which  is  a  very  frequent  fatal  complication  of 
the  disease  (140  deaths  were  attributed  to  pneumonia  during 
1909  as  compared  with  104  during  1908). 
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Year  by  year  either  measles  or  whooping  cough  figures 
prominently  on  the  mortality  list  and  tends  to  keep  up  the 
death-rates  for  the  Borough.  In  both  diseases,  the  specially 
fatal  period  of  life  is  the  first  five  years  and  it  is  therefore  very 
important  that  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  be  protected 
from  the  infection  of  these  diseases  as  far  as  possible.  Although 
these  young  children  upon  whom  the  brunt  of  the  two  diseases 
falls,  will  not,  except  in  a  few  instances,  be  attending  school,  and 
although  therefore  school  conditions  cannot  be  held  directly 
responsible  for  their  infection,  yet  the  unsatisfactory  conditions 
in  the  schools  of  the  Borough  especially  as  to  ventilation,  which 
has  been  fully  commented  on  in  my  special  report  on  School 
Hygiene,  has  undoubtedly  facilitated  the  spread  of  the  diseases 
amongst  their  elder  brothers  and  sisters  who  have  become 
infected  at  school  and  brought  the  disease  home.  No  disease  is 
perhaps  so  infectious  as  measles ;  while  on  the  other  hand  in  no 
disease  is  the  infection  so  easily  destroyed  by  fresh  air. 

There  has  also  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  due  to  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  enteric  fever. 

Scarlet  fever  has  accounted  for  21  deaths  (16  deaths  in  1908) 
diphtheria  for  26  deaths  (16  deaths  in  1908)  and  enteric  fever  for 
15  deaths  (11  deaths  in  1908).  The  total  number  of  deaths  how¬ 
ever  due,  to  all  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases  was  only  67 
(including  5  from  puerperal  fever);  while  measles  alone,  a  disease 
commonly  regarded  as  a  trivial  ailment  for  which  medical  atten¬ 
tion  is  not  required,  terminated  fatally  in  102  instances. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. — Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  have 
been  somewhat  prevalent  during  the  year,  and  enteric  fever  has 
also  shown  an  increased  prevalence  in  the  Borough.  This  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  enteric  fever  is  somewhat  disquieting,  as 
the  spread  of  the  disease  is  usually  closely  dependent  upon  the 
existence  of  insanitary  conditions.  The  general  sanitary  condition 
of  the  Borough  must  undoubtedly  have  greatly  improved  during 
the  last  19  years,  but  a  glance  at  the  table  on  page  35,  will  show 
that  enteric  fever  is  somewhat  on  the  increase  if  wTe  neglect  the 
two  years  1899  and  1900  when  there  was  a  special  outbreak  of 
the  disease.  It  is,  however,  true  that  Warrington  in  spite  of  its 
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method  of  sewage  disposal  has  been  marvellously  free  from 
enteric  fever  and  this  fact  perhaps  makes  a  slight  recent  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  the  disease  the  more  noticeable. 

TUBERCULOSIS. — There  have  been  84  deaths  due  to 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  47  to  other  forms  of  tuberculosis, 
giving  a  total  of  181  deaths  from  the  disease  during  the  year. 

By  voluntary  notification,  95  cases  of  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  have  been  brought  to  my  notice,  and  under  the  Public 
Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908,  which  came  into  force 
on  January  1st,  1909,  45  cases  of  the  disease  have  been  notified 
(4  of  these  cases  were  also  notified  “  voluntarily).5’  In  all,  there¬ 
fore,  185  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year.  Of  course  the  figure  does  not  represent  the  number  of 
persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  Warrington  at 
the  present  time,  but  we  may  perhaps  arrive  at  some  rough  idea 
of  this  number  in  the  following  way.  The  average  duration  of  a 
case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  may  be  put  at  4  years,  and,  as 
the  number  of  deaths  from  the  disease  has  averaged  during  the 
last  few  years  94  a  year,  94  x  4  (=  376)  will  be  a  rough  estimate 
of  the  number  of  phthisical  patients  living  in  Warrington  at  the 
present  time.  This  estimate  does  not  include  other  forms  of 
tuberculosis  but  is  limited  to  tuberculosis  affecting  the  lungs. 

The  need  for  some  provision  being  made  for  the  attempted 
cure  of  the  early  cases  who  cannot  themselves  afford  to  seek 
favourable  surroundings,  and  for  the  isolation  of  advanced  cases 
of  this  disease  from  poor  and  crowded  homes,  is  very  evident. 
The  completion  of  Sankey  Smallpox  Hospital,  which  it  is  hoped 
will  be  at  length  arrived  at  during  this  summer,  will  offer  in  the 
absence  of  smallpox  some  provision  in  this  direction;  but  even 
then  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  cases  can  be  dealt  with. 

THE  GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THE 
BOROUGH. — No  Committee  of  a  Corporation  is  so  dependent, 
for  the  success  of  its  efforts,  on  the  satisfactory  carrying  out  of 
work  which  is  outside  its  own  control  as  is  the  Committee  which 
deals  with  the  Public  Health.  The  proper  sewering  and  drain¬ 
age  of  the  Borough,  the  thorough  scavenging  and  clearing  away 
of  all  refuse  and  the  prompt  destruction  of  this  refuse,  the 


frequent  and  careful  removal  of  the  contents  of  the  pailclosets 
and  ashbins,  the  adequate  paving  of  streets  and  back  passages, 
the  prevention  of  houses  being  built  on  polluted  sites,  are  all 
matters  which  closely  affect  the  public  health,  but  they  are  all 
outside  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Health  Committee. 

In  the  matter  of  sewage  disposal,  Warrington  has  a 
difficulty  to  contend  with  which  in  the  near  future  will  have 
to  be  surmounted  if  the  health  of  the  Borough  is  to  be  safe¬ 
guarded.  The  present  sewers  are  certainly  inadequate,  storm 
water  causing  at  times  the  flooding  of  basements  with  over¬ 
flowing  sewage.  Complaints  of  smells  from  sewer  manholes  are 
frequent,  and  it  is  only  by  the  persistent  efforts  of  the  Surveyor’s 
Department  in  repeatedly  flushing  out  the  sewers  that  the 
difficulty  arising  from  the  present  inadequate  sewer  gradients 
are  in  any  way  dealt  with. 

The  arrangements  made  for  the  scavenging  and  cleansing  of 
courts  and  common  yards  and  the  removal  of  the  contents  of 
the  pail  closets  and  ashbins  from  these  places  are  still  unsatis¬ 
factory,  and  the  resulting  insanitary  conditions  described  in  my 
two  preceding  reports  still  exist.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
at  the  suggestion  of  the  Health  Committee  a  joint  Committee 
consisting  of  members  from  the  Health,  Paving  and  Sewerage, 
Sanitary  Works  and  Street  Improvement  Committees,  was  formed 
to  deal  with  the  latter  question  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
joint  Committee  will  soon  bring  about  the  required  improvements. 

The  paving  of  streets  is  now  being  pressed  forward  with 
more  energy,  but  very  slow  progress  is  being  made  with  the 
proper  paving  of  courts  and  common  yards.  During  the  year 
only  two  of  these  courts  and  common  yards  have  been  paved, 
while  the  others  are  still  in  the  unsatisfactory  condition  pointed 
out  in  my  last  report. 

One  cannot  but  regard  with  considerable  misgiving  the 
somewhat  frequent  building  of  property  on  newly-made  ground. 
Certain  low  lying  areas  in  the  Borough  have  been  raised  and 
excavations  filled  in  with  material  which  contains  in  a 
varying  degree  organic  refuse.  Almost  immediately  houses  are 
erected  on  these  unsuitable  sites  and,  as  far  as  I  can  ascertain, 
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the  builders  make  no  attempt  to  cut  off  the  ground  air  from  the 
interior  of  the  houses  by  covering  the  site  with  an  impermeable 
layer  of  cement  or  concrete.  Such  houses  as  these  are  un¬ 
doubtedly  insanitary  and  should  not  be  allowed  to  be  erected. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  report  dealing  specially 
with  the  condition  of  middensteads  attached  to  stables,  cow¬ 
sheds,  slaughterhouses,  etc.,  was  submitted  and  the  need  for  the 
adoption  of  the  Model  Byelaws  drawn  up  by  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  for  the  prevention  of  nuisances  generally  was 
suggested.  Such  bye-laws  would  be  of  great  assistance  to 
the  Health  Department  in  dealing  with  many  unsatisfactory 
conditions. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  page  48  that  a  certain  amount 
of  insanitary  property  has  been  dealt  with  during  the  year  under 
the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Acts. 

One  definite  improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Borough  is  to  be  recorded.  The  18  private  slaughterhouses  in 
the  Borough  (with  the  exception  of  2  registered  premises)  have 
now  been  much  improved  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view. 
Defective  floors  have  been  repaired ;  the  inside  walls  which  were 
previously  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition  have  been  lined  with  a 
layer  of  smooth  impermeable  material  to  a  height  of  about  6 
feet ;  the  ventilation  and  lighting  of  the  slaughterhouses  and 
lairages,  and  the  paving  and  drainage  of  the  yards  have  been 
to  a  certain  extent  improved ;  the  town’s  water  supply  has  been 
laid  on  the  premises  which  previously  obtained  their  water 
supply  from  shallow  wells ;  and  proper  receptacles  for  garbage 
have  been  provided. 

REGISTRATION  OF  RETAIL  MILKSHOPS.— Section  6 
(1)  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order,  1885,  forbids 
any  person  carrying  on  the  trade  of  a  purveyor  of  milk  unless 
he  is  registered. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  is  obliged  to  register  any  person 
applying  for  registration,  and  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  such 
person  then  starting  to  sell  milk  on  any  premises  whether 
suitable  for  the  purpose  or  not.  If  the  premises  are  found 
to  be  unsuitable  as  a  milkstore  or  milkshop  in  such  particulars 
as  are  set  forth  in  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders, 
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the  Sanitary  Authority  may  institute  proceedings  against  the 
occupier  of  the  premises ;  but  it  is  very  necessary  that  the 
business  should  not  be  allowed  to  start  until  the  Sanitary 
Authority  has  found  that  the  premises  are  suitable  and  has 
accordingly  registered  them  as  such. 

Moreover,  there  are  cases  where  it  might  be  very  difficult  to 
get  a  conviction,  aod  yet,  inasmuch  as  milk  is  so  readily  con¬ 
taminated  and  the  purity  of  the  milk  supply  has  so  important  a 
bearing  on  the  health  of  the  community  and  especially  on 
that  of  young  children,  the  premises  may  certainly  not  be  fit  to 
be  used  as  a  milkstore,  or  milkshop.  For  example,  without 
being  dirty  the  premises  may  tend  from  their  structure  to 
harbour  dirt ;  they  may  not  be  set  aside  solely  for  the  storage  or 
sale  of  milk  or  dairy  produce  ;  in  small  dwellinghouses  the  room 
used  for  the  purpose  may  directly  communicate  with  the  living 
room  or  be  on  the  direct  route  front  or  back  to  the  inhabited 
part  of  the  house. 

In  Warrington  there  are  78  retail  milkshops.  In  48  the 
floors  are  boarded;  in  16  the  walls  are  papered;  in  40  the  room 
in  which  the  milk  is  stored  or  sold  is  not  set  aside  solely  for 
the  sale  of  milk  and  dairy  produce ;  in  18  the  milkshop  opens 
directly  into  the  living  room ;  in  28  the  milkshop  forms  the 
only  entrance  front  or  back  to  the  living  rooms. 

THE  MANUFACTURE  OF  ICE-CREAM.— For  some 
time  past,  the  need  for  some  definite  control  over  the  ice-cream 
trade  has  been  felt  and  power  in  this  connection  will  be  asked  in 
the  Corporation  Bill,  shortly  to  be  presented  to  Parliament. 

During  last  Summer  there  were  28  premises  on  which  ice¬ 
cream  was  manufactured  in  the  Borough. 

The  greater  number  of  these  premises  were  quite  unsuitable 
for  the  purpose,  the  ice-cream  being  prepared  in  living  rooms, 
small  general  shops,  back  yards  in  an  uncleanly  condition  and 
containing  pailclosets,  and  in  sheds  or  cellars  having  drain 
inlets.  Ordinary  cleanliness  was  by  no  means  always  observed. 
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Seeing  that  ice-cream  is  largely  composed  of  milk  and  that  it  is 
therefore  very  liable  to  become  contaminated  under  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  conditions  which  obtain,  it  is  very  desirable  that  the 
business  be  under  the  control  of  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and 
that  both  the  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  and  the  premises  on 
which  it  is  made  or  stored,  be  registered. 

The  ice  used  for  the  freezing  mixtures  is  often  from  a 
polluted  source,  and  although  not  directly  added  to  the  cream, 
it  is  apt  to  contaminate  the  cream  indirectly  or  accidentally. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT.— As  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  I 
must  associate  myself  with  those  who  desire  to  reduce  the  amount 
of  smoke  in  Warrington,  for  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  anything 
which  tends  generally  to  cut  off  the  sun’s  rays  or  to  diminish 
their  action  is  prejudicial  to  the  public  health.  A  smoky 
atmosphere  also  leads  to  windows  being  closed  which  under 
better  conditions  would  be  kept  open  to  admit  fresh  air  into 
dwellings.  How  far  the  smoke  of  a  manufacturing  town 
such  as  Warrington  can  be  reduced  without  interfering  with 
its  industrial  processes,  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  ;  but  I  feel 
certain  that  much  improvement  could  be  brought  about  in 
many  instances  without  imposing  any  unreasonable  con¬ 
ditions.  As  a  Medicial  Officer  of  Health  I  do  not  feel  myself 
called  upon  to  report  on  the  causes  of  unnecessary  smoke  and  its 
cure,  but  it  is  undoubtedly  my  duty  to  point  to  the  need  from  a 
Public  Health  point  of  view  of  reducing  this  smoke  to  the  lowest 
possible  minimum. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS.— The  bacterio¬ 
logical  work  for  the  investigation  and  detection  of  infectious 
disease  has  been  carried  out  as  during  the  previous  year  at  the 
laboratory  at  Aikin  Street  Hospital. 

856  examinations  have  been  made  during  the  year.  The 
detailed  table  of  work  is  given  on  page  40. 

UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS. — There  has  been  a  decrease  in 
the  number  of  uncertified  deaths  during  the  year,  and  it  is  to  a 
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certain  extent  satisfactory  that  the  uncertified  deaths  of  infants 
number  16  during  the  year  under  report  as  compared  with  27 
for  the  preceding  year. 

The  excessive  number  of  uncertified  deaths  of  infants  in  War¬ 
rington  during  1908  was  publicly  commented  on  in  the  medical 
press,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Health  Committee  I  brought  the 
matter  to  the  notice  of  the  Coroner  for  the  Borough.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  more  thorough  investigation  of  all  deaths  of  infants 
will  in  the  future  be  undertaken. 

EXEMPTION  FROM  VACCINATION.  -As  a  result  of  the 
amendment  of  the  Vaccination  Act  passed  in  the  latter  part  of 
1907,  the  number  of  children  who  are  unvaccinated  is  rapidly 
increasing  (seepage  80).  In  order  that  this  table  may  not  be 
overlooked  I  give  here  an  abstract  from  it,  showing  the  number  of 
children  who  have  been  left  unvaccinated  during  the  last  5  years.

Undoubtedly  these  children  will  provide  a  fertile  soil  for  the 
virulent  growth  of  smallpox  when  next  the  infection  is  introduced 
into  the  Borough.  To  my  mind  parents  who  neglect  to  protect 
their  children  by  vaccination  against  the  dire  risks  of  smallpox 
are  withholding  from  them  one  of  the  chief  benefits  which  science 
has  bestowed  for  the  prevention  of  human  sufferings. 

THE  MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 
AND  SCHOOL  HYGIENE. — This  work  forms  the  subject  of  a 
separate  report  to  the  Education  Authority  of  the  Borough. 

The  course  which  has  been  followed  in  Warrington — a 
course  which  has  been  also  adopted  by  224  out  of  307  local 
authorities — of  making  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  responsible 
for  the  carrying  out  of  the  work  enjoined  upon  Local  Authorities 
by  the  Education  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act,  1907,  has 
co-ordinated  the  Public  Health  with  the  School  Medical  Service. 

The  advantages  of  this  arrangement  are  necessarily  great 
and  have  been  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  special  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Education  to  deal  with  the  question 
in  the  following  words  : — 
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“  There  are  distinct  advantages  in  the  School  Medical 
Officer  being  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The 
duties  of  the  two  offices  naturally  overlap.  The 
inspection  of  the  children  for  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  infectious  disease  and  the  sanitary  inspection 
of  the  premises  are  examples  of  this.  The  union  of  the 
two  offices  tends  to  prevent  duplication  of  work.” 

APPOINTMENTS  ON  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  STAFF 
DURING  THE  YEAR. — A.  Isherwood,  formerly  clerk  on  the 
Health  Department  Staff,  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  F.  Cotterill  has  been  appointed  on  the  clerical 
staff. 


I  must  again  record  my  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Flood,  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  whose  valuable  assistance  and  loyal 
co-operation  have  greatly  facilitated  my  work  during  the  year.

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POPULATION. — As  in  previous  years,  the  population  has 
been  estimated  by  enumerating  the  number  of  occupied  houses 
in  the  Borough  at  the  middle  of  the  year,  and  by  allowing  the 
same  average  number  of  persons  per  occupied  house  as  were 
found  at  the  Census  of  1901.  By  this  method  the  population  at 
the  middle  of  the  year  is  estimated  to  have  been  73,008. 

The  Registrar-General  bases  his  calculation  upon  a  somewhat 
lower  figure  (72,276),  viz. : — that  obtained  by  adding  for  each  year 
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since  the  census  of  1901,  a  tenth  of  the  total  increase  during  the 
previous  decennium.  By  so  doing  his  rates  work  out  higher,  as 
the  following  will  show  : —

MARRIAGES. — There  were  620  marriages  during  the  year, 
the  marriage-rate  per  1,000  population  being  8*4.  In  1908  there 
were  644  marriages,  giving  a  marriage-rate  of  8*8.

BIRTHS. — There  were  2,258  births  (1,145  males,  1,118 
females).  The  figures  give  a  birth-rate  of  30'9  as  against  82*6 
for  1908.  The  average  for  the  ten  years,  1899  to  1908  was  34*8 
per  1,000. 

The  birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales  in  1909  was  25‘6  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  which  was  0*9  per  1,000  below  the  rate  in 
1908,  and  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on  record. 
Compared  with  the  average  in  the  10  years  1899 — 1908  the 
birth-rate  in  1909  showed  a  decrease  of  2*2  per  1,000.

Deducting  the  deaths  of  the  52  non-residents  from,  and 
adding  the  deaths  of  the  12  residents  dying  outside  the  Borough 
to,  the  registered  number,  1274,  we  get  1234  the  actual  number 
to  be  credited  to  Warrington.  The  net  death-rate  calculated 
on  this  latter  figure  is  16*9. 
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Now  it  is  known  that  the  death-rate  is  higher  amongst  males 
than  amongst  females  and  also  that  it  is  relatively  low  amongst 
young  adults  as  compared  with  the  very  young  and  the  aged.  It 
would  therefore  be  misleading  as  a  test  of  the  relative  healthiness 
of  various  districts  to  compare  together  the  rates  for  populations 
differently  constituted  as  to  age  and  sex  distribution  unless 
some  corrections  were  made  allowing  for  these  differences.  For 
instance  a  population  consisting  chiefly  of  young  adults  and  with 
a  specially  large  proportion  of  females  is,  on  account  of  this  age 
and  sex  distribution,  under  specially  favourable  circumstances  for 
having  a  low  death-rate  ;  and,  even  if  its  death  rate  is  lower  than 
that  of  another  population  which  contains  a  smaller  proportion  of 
young  adults  and  of  females,  it  does  not  therefore  follow  that 
its  general  health  is  better  than  that  of  the  latter  population. 

In  order  to  make  allowance  for  differences  in  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  various  populations,  the  Registrar  General 
has  devised  a  means  for  obtaining  comparable  rates.  Warrington 
is  somewhat  favourably  constituted  as  regards  the  age  and  sex 
of  its  inhabitants  and  therefore  the  actual  death-rate  (16*9)  has 
to  be  multiplied  by  a  factor  L0772  in  order  to  get  the 
corrected  death-rate  18*2.  This  corrected  rate  is  chiefly  for  use 
when  comparing  the  local  rate  with  that  of  other  towns  (it  should 
of  course  be  at  the  same  time  ascertained  that  the  rates  for  the 
other  towns  are  also  corrected  in  a  similar  way).  When  compar¬ 
ing  the  present  local  rate  with  that  of  previous  years  the  net 
death-rate  for  the  Borough  should  be  used,  as  the  corrected  rate 
has  not  been  given  in  previous  years.

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MEMORANDA  AS  TO  CIRCUMSTANCES  LIKELY  TO  INFLUENCE 
THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  OF  WARRINGTON. 

Situation. — On  the  northern  and  southern  banks  of  River  Mersey,  about 
midway  between  Manchester  and  Liverpool :  the  southern  municipal 
boundary,  the  Ship  Canal,  also  constitutes  the  dividing  line  between  Lancashire 
and  Cheshire  at  this  point.  Also  on  the  main  road  between  the  Midlands 
and  parts  of  Lancashire  (including  coal  andiron  districts).  It  is  consequently 
continually  passed  through  by  tramps  and  persons  in  search  of 
employment.  It  is  generally  low  lying  and  in  a  depression  formed  by  valley  of 
Mersey,  most  of  town  being  to  the  north  of  that  river.  The  parts  of  it  nearest 
to  the  river,  and  almost  the  whole  of  the  Latchford  Ward  on  the  south  are  on 
alluvial  land  (part  of  the  old  river  bed).  The  site  of  the  rest  of  the  town, 
which  rises  towards  the  centre,  is  on  a  formation  of  the  upper  levels  of  the 
New  Red  Sandstone,  covered  to  varying  depths  with  a  glacial  deposit  of 
boulder  clay,  and  in  two  spots,  one  in  Sankey  Street  and  the  other  in 
Bewsey  Street,  there  also  exist  gravel  beds. 


Streets  and  Buildings- — In  the  older  and  central  portion,  comprising 
chiefly  Town  Hall, Howley,  and  St.John’s  Wards  (vide Ward  Rates),  are  narrow 
streets  and  back  courts  and  alleys  containing  insanitary  dwellings,  now 
gradually  disappearing  partly  through  street  widening,  partly  through  the 
work  of  the  Health  Committee.  Shops  and  offices  are  largely  supplanting 
residences  in  the  middle  of  the  town.  Around  this  is  an  area  of  streets  of  small 
houses  called  into  existence  by  the  industrial  development  of  last  50  years  : 
40  per  cent,  of  the  houses  in  the  borough  contain  four  rooms  or  less. 
Much  of  the  property  of  twenty  years  ago  or  more  has  passed  into  a  very 
bad  state  through  the  absence  of  damp-course,  &c. 

The  paving  of  new  streets  is  often  delayed  for  a  long  time,  while 
in  back  passages  in  this  respect,  the  condition  of  things  is  even  worse,  but  it 
is  now  to  be  hoped  that  a  decisive  improvement  will  be  made.  The  matter 
is  of  great  importance  for  the  future  healthfulness  of  the  borough. 


Suburbs  can  hardly  be  said  to  exist  within  the  confines  of  the  Borough, 
though  in  two  directions,  at  any  rate,  east  and  south  of  the  centre,  the  town 
acquires  a  more  suburban  character.  Contiguous  to  these  parts,  but  outside 
the  borough,  are  two  populous  and  growing  districts,  Stockton  Heath  and 
Padgate,  the  one  in  the  Runcorn  Rural  District,  the  other  in  the  Warrington 
Rural  District.  Under  the  latter  Sanitary  Authority  is  also  an  increasing 
population  just  outside  the  western  boundary  at  Sankey  Bridges.  A  great 
number  of  the  inhabitants  of  these  districts  have  their  employment  within 
the  borough,  and  many  of  the  children  come  to  school  inside  the  town. 


Communication  by  railway  is  particularly  good,  rendering  easy  access 
to  neighbouring  towns,  and,  indeed,  to  all  parts  of  the  country.  Electric 
tramways  have  now  been  running  eight  years,  and  there  are  already  signs 
that  they  will  lead  to  new  suburban  districts,  though  it  remains  to  be 
seen  how  they  will  help  us  in  the  housing  difficulty  by  reducing  the 
overcrowding  in  the  worst  parts  of  the  town. 

Age  and.  Sex  Distribution  of  Population —At  the  census  there  were 
shewn  to  be  32,323  males,  and  31,919  females,  the  excess  of  males  being  mainly 
owing  to  industrial  conditions.  16,889  persons  were  under  ten  years  of  age 
(viz.,  8,458  males  and  8,431  females),  i.e.  26  per  cent,  of  the  population,  a 
proportion  that  is  not  likely  to  go  down  if  our  high  birth-rate  continues. 
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Occupations.  — An  almost  entirely  industrial  community:  the  staple 
trades  being  the  manufacture  of  iron  in  many  various  branches,  and  tanning, 
but  a  remarkable  number  of  other  businesses  exist,  e.ff.,  soap-making, 
fustian-cutting,  glass-making,  and  file-cutting ;  there  is  only  one  cotton 
mill.  The  result  of  this  variety  of  trades  is  an  almost  continuous 
prosperity;  places  where  there  is  only  one  main  means  of  livelihood  are 
much  more  liable  to  periods  of  distress. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Drainage. — According  to  the  latest  return 
there  are  now 

(1)  Water  Closets,  750,  approximately. 

(2)  Pails  Closets,  15,104. 

(3)  Privy  Closets,  6  (4  only  cleansed  by  Corporation). 

I  am  indebted  to  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  T.  Longdin,  the  Borough  Surveyor, 
for  the  following  account  of  the  drainage  of  Warrington: 

“  In  the  year  1849  the  then  Robert  Rawlinson  (who  afterwards  received 
the  title  of  Sir  R.  Rawlinson,  C.B.,  and  became  Chief  Engineering  Inspector 
of  the  Local  Government  Board)  was  engaged  by  the  Corporation  of 
Warrington  to  report  upon  a  scheme  of  drainage  for  the  town, 

“  This  report  was  adopted,  and  with  certain  modifications  was  carried 
out.  It  dealt  with  a  town  area  of  1,744  acres  and  a  then  suburban  area  of 
171  acres;  the  present  acreage  of  Warrington  is  3,115.  The  major  portion 
is  built  upon,  and  has,  according  to  the  last  census,  a  population  of  64,242, 
and  the  whole  of  the  population  is  provided  with  sewerage  arrangements. 
There  are  very  few  water  closets  in  the  town,  the  excreta  being  dealt  with  on 
a  dry  conservancy  system  known  as  the  pail  system,  but  the  sewers  receive 
a  large  volume  of  water  from  the  large  manufacturing  industries  of  the  town. 
The  main  outfall  sewers  are  of  egg-shaped  brick  sewers  varying  from  4ft.  by 
3ft.  and  3ft.  6in.  by  2ft.  6in.  to  3ft.  by  2ft  ;  the  secondary  sewers  are  of 
circular  stoneware  pipes  varying  in  size  from  30in.  to  9in.  The  whole  is  on 
the  gravitating  system  excepting  the  Latchford  portion  and  Padgate  section 
of  the  town,  from  which  the  sewage  gravitates  to  Shone’s  Pneumatic 
Ejectors,  and  is  lifted  by  them  to  the  main  outfall  sewers.  This  has  enabled 
the  sewers  in  the  two  districts  to  be  laid  with  gradients  ensuring  good 
velocities  in  the  flow  of  the  sewage.  All  the  sewers  gravitate  to  and  empty 
into  the  tidal  portion  of  the  River  Mersey  and  into  Sankey  Brook,  its  tribu¬ 
tary.  [The  latter  is  already  highly  polluted  with  organic  and  chemical 
matter  when  it  reaches  the  Borough  Boundary,  and  it  cannot  be  said  that 
the  contribution  of  Warrington  to  the  contamination  of  this  stream  is  other 
than  trifling,  compared  with  the  vast  volume  of  sewage  poured  into  it  before 
it  gets  to  the  town. — Note, by  Medical  Officer.]  There  are  six  outlets  into 
the  River  discharging  in  various  parts  of  the  town.  The  sewers  are  provided 
with  storm  overflows  discharging  also  into  the  tidal  portion  of  the  River. 
Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  flushing  of  the  sewers  to  prevent  any 
deposit  that  might  occur  in  certain  low-lying  districts  of  the  town.” 

Household  Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  the  bins  with  which  each 
house  is  provided,  and  is  for  the  most  part  destroyed  by  burning,  a  great 
deal  more  being  dealt  with  in  this  way  since  the  new  Electric  Works  were 
started.  Street  refuse  not  suitable  for  fuel  is  tipped  on  waste  ground.  There 
is  however  a  great  deal  more  tipping  of  noxious  material  going  on  than  ought 
to  be  allowed. 

The  Scavenging  of  the  Streets,  Passages  and  Common  Courts  and 
Yards  is  greatly  hindered  by  want  of  proper  paving;  there  is,  however,  fair 
improvement  to  be  recorded,  in  the  paving  of  Streets  and  Passages. 
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Water  Supply.— 

(1)  For  domestic  purposes  from  deep  wells  in  the  red  sandstone  at 

Winwick  and  Delph. 

(2)  For  trade  purposes,  from  a  reservoir  at  Appleton,  on  the  south 

side  of  the  town,  fed  by  brooks  bringing  water  from  farm  lands. 

The  Public  Institutions  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  illness  are  three 
in  number. 

(1)  The  Warrington  Infirmary,  containing  since  the  recent  extension 
accommodation  for  about  100  patients,  is  in  the  main  a  surgical  hospital, 
especially  for  accidents.  It  has  a  large  out-patient  department,  and 
a  medical  officer  attends  at  their  homes  the  great  majority  of  the  sick 
persons  in  the  town  who  are  not  able  to  afford  to  pay  a  private  attendant, 
and  are  not  in  clubs,  or  in  receipt  of  parish  relief. 

(2)  The  Workhouse  Hospital,  containing  194  beds,  is  of  recent  construc¬ 
tion,  and  designed  on  modern  lines. 

(3)  The  Borough  Isolation  Hospital,  in  Aikin  Street,  provides  the 
requisite  accommodation  for  88  patients.  Medical  practitioners  are  allowed 
to  attend  their  own  patients.  No  charge  has  been  made  to  patients  for 
many  years.  The  diseases  which  are  treated  here  are  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric 
Fever,  and  Diphtheria.  Provision  for  cases  of  Smallpox  has  been 
made  by  the  construction  of  a  Sanatorium  of  24  beds  at  Sankey,  three 
miles  to  the  west  of  Warrington.  The  Aikin  Street  Hospital  is,  according 
to  certain  contracts,  available  for  the  reception  of  patients  from  the  Newton 
Urban  District  and  the  AVarrington  Rural  District,  when  the  circumstances 
of  the  town  permit ;  it  is  also  a  Hospital  for  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
of  Manchester,  on  which  AVarrington  is  represented,  and  in  such  capacity 
takes  in  patients  landed  from  the  Ship  Canal  within  the  limits  of  the 
Borough. 

As  auxiliary  to  the  above  ought  to  be  mentioned  the  Warrington 
District  Nursing  Association,  which  has  six  nurses  who  carry  on  an 
invaluable  work  among  the  sick  poor 

Schools. — With  regard  to  the  Public  Elementary  Schools,  excepting  in 
a  few  of  more  modern  construction,  it  cannot  be  held  that  the  sanitary 
conditions  are  good. 

The  only  provision  for  higher  education  is  that  afforded  at  the  ancient 
Boteler  Grammar  School;  and  at  the  Technical  School. 

There  are  also  a  few  private  schools  carried  on  in  ordinary  dwelling- 
houses. 
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SECTION  II. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Without  there  being  any  special  epidemic,  infectious  disease 
generally  has  been  prevalent  during  the  year,  especially  during 
the  first  half,  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever  is  recorded.  Measles  also 
was  very  prevalent  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 
Fortunately  there  was  a  general  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  all  the  diseases  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 


The  following  are  the  numbers  of  cases  notified  and  deaths

In  the  month  of  August,  1907,  an  amendment  of  the 
Vaccination  Act,  1898,  was  passed  allowing  a  Statutory  declaration 
as  to  conscientious  objection  to  be  substituted  for  the  certificate 
of  justices.  The  immediate  results  of  this  altered  legislation  are 
to  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  increased  number  of  exemptions 
during  the  last  year.  The  future  effects  will  doubtless  be  a 
severe  epidemic  of  Small-pox. 

SCARLET  FEVER. — 381  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been 
notified  during  the  year,  21  of  which  terminated  fatally. 

The  increased  prevalence  of  this  disease  which  was  noticeable 
during  1907  and  1908  has  therefore  continued  during  1909. 
Although  there  were  a  few  more  deaths  from  the  disease  than  in 
immediately  preceding  years,  the  majority  of  the  cases  have  been 
mild  ones.  So  mild  have  some  of  the  attacks  been  that  the 
parents  have  not  noticed  a  rash,  and  the  first  indication  that  the 
child  was  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  the  peeling  of  the 
child’s  skin.  Such  cases  as  these  are  in  great  measure  the  cause 
of  the  continued  prevalence  of  the  disease,  for,  however  strict 
may  be  the  isolation  of  pronounced  cases,  it  will  avail  little  in 
stamping  out  the  disease  so  long  as  undetected  mild  cases  are 
mixing  with  the  general  public,  and  in  some  instances  attending 
school.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  meet  the  difficulty  by 
examining  all  children  who  have  been  absent  from  school  on 
account  of  sore  throat  before  allowing  their  return,  and  by  this 
means  several  cases  have  been  detected.

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DIPHTHERIA. — There  were  146  cases  of  this  disease 
notified,  26  of  which  terminated  fatally.  The  gradual  increase 
in  the  prevalence  of  this  disease  in  most  large  towns  during 
recent  years  was  commented  upon  in  my  reports  for  1907  and  1908. 
As  in  connection  with  Scarlet  Fever,  so  with  Diphtheria,  there  are 
many  instances  of  the  disease  which  are  looked  upon  as  cases  of 
simple  sore  throat  and  which  escape  detection.  These  un¬ 
detected  cases  mix  with  the  general  public  and  even  attend 
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school,  and  thus  the  spread  of  the  disease  can  easily  be 
accounted  for.  The  routine  examination  of  children  absent  from 
school  on  account  of  “sore  throat”  before  allowing  their  return 
has  led  to  the  discovery  of  several  of  these  unsuspected  cases. 

Bacteriology  will  now  enable  us  to  say  in  practically  all 
instances  whether  or  not  any  case  of  sore  throat  is  one  of 
Diphtheria,  and  whether  or  not  any  case  of  Diphtheria  has 
ceased  to  be  infectious.  The  only  way,  therefore,  by  which  we 
can  hope  to  control  this  disease  is  by  the  more  extended  and 
systematic  use  of  the  bacteriological  laboratory  both  in  con¬ 
nection  with  cases  of  “  sore  throat”  and  also  as  regards  cases 
of  Diphtheria  before  they  are  pronounced  to  be  free  from 
infection  and  allowed  to  mix  with  the  public. 

Infection  continues  to  remain  in  the  throats  of  certain 
diphtheria  convalescents  for  prolonged  periods,  and  it  is 
impossible  to  detect  such  dangers  to  the  public  without  a 
bacteriological  examination  of  all  diphtheria  convalescents 
being  undertaken. 

These  precautions  are  taken  before  patients  who  have 
suffered  from  the  disease  are  sent  out  from  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
but  they  are  equally  essential  in  all  instances,  whether  the 
patient  is  treated  in  hospital  or  at  home.  * 

Persons  who  come  into  close  contact  with  diphtheria 
patients  may  also  have  the  infection  of  Diphtheria  in  their 
throats  without  showing  any  signs  of  illness.  These  “contacts” 
may  carry  the  infection  to  others  and  swabbings  should  there¬ 
fore  be  systematically  taken  from  their  throats  and  submitted  to 
bacteriological  examination,  in  order  that  the  infection-carriers 
may  be  detected.

AIKIN  STREET  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  subjoined  table  that  a 
specially  large  number  of  patients  have  been  treated  in  the 
Hospital  during  the  year.  88  cases  out  of  the  505  treated  in  the 
Hospital  (or  13*4%)  were  sent  in  from  outlying  districts  (16  from 
the  Warrington  Rural  District,  and  72  from  the  Newton  Urban 
District).  During  a  temporary  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
admitted  into  the  Hospital  from  within  the  Borough  in  the 
Spring,  an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  the  Newton 
Urban  District,  and  our  attempt  to  accommodate  as  many  cases 
as  possible  from  Newton  led  to  our  being  short  of  accommodation 
for  our  own  cases  when  the  temporary  decrease  in  the  number 
of  infectious  cases  in  the  Borough  was  suddenly  followed  by  an 
increase  during  the  latter  part  of  April  and  the  whole  of  May. 

The  difficulty  of  accommodating  cases  of  infectious  disease 
from  outside  the  Borough  under  present  conditions  was  discussed 
by  the  Health  Committee,  and  it  was  resolved  to  terminate  the 
agreement  then  standing  with  the  Newton  Commissioners  and 
to  enter  into  a  temporary  agreement  with  them  pending  their 
building  an  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  for  themselves. 

The  great  difficulty  to  be  met  with  in  the  administration  of 
an  infectious  disease  hospital  arises  from  the  ever  varying 
number  of  patients  to  be  accommodated,  the  number  of  course 
being  dependent  on  whether  or  not  infectious  disease  is  prevalent 
at  any  given  time.  At  one  moment  all  the  beds  in  the  Hospital 
may  he  occupied  and  a  few  weeks  later,  the  special  outbreak  of 
the  disease  subsiding,  the  hospital  may  be  half  empty.  The 
quiet  period  may  continue  for  some  time,  but  suddenly  the 
number  of  patients  may  begin  to  increase  again.  Now  it  is 
impossible  to  anticipate  what  course  events  are  going  to  take, 
and,  even  if  one  could,  it  would  be  impossible  to  cut  down  the  staff 
proportionately  to  the  number  of  patients  present.  There  may  be, 
for  instance,  only  3  cases  in  the  hospital,  but  these  3  patients  may 
be  instances  of  3  different  diseases,  and  each  patient  must  occupy  a 
separate  ward  and  must  have  a  special  day  and  night  nurse  allotted 
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to  himself  alone.  But  even  under  ordinary  conditions,  a 
sudden  call  on  the  nursing  staff  may  be  made  at  any  moment, 
as  when  a  case  for  immediate  tracheotomy  is  admitted.  Such 
a  patient  must  have  the  sole  attention  of  both  a  day  and  a  night 
nurse  for  several  days.  Moreover,  in  a  hospital  where  children 
form  the  chief  number  of  the  patients,  diseases  other  than  those 
for  which  accommodation  is  provided  sometimes  find  entry. 
Thus  a  patient  may  be  admitted  for  diptheria,  but  at  the  same 
time  he  may  be  incubating  measles  or  ehickenpox  and  really 
suffering  from  two  diseases.  Isolation  in  a  separate  ward  and 
the  special  attendance  of  nurses  is  required  for  such  a  case. 

It  would  be  very  convenient,  in  non-epidemic  times  in 
the  Borough  when  there  are  few  Warrington  patients  in  the 
hospital,  if  the  vacant  beds  could  be  occupied  by,  and  the  Staff 
employed  in  nursing,  paying  patients  from  outside  districts. 
But  unfortunately  infectious  disease  is  generally  prevalent  in  the 
Borough  at  one  and  the  same  time  as  it  is  attacking  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  outside  districts,  and,  therefore,  when  the  beds  are 
required  for  Warrington  patients  they  are  at  the  same  time 
wanted  for  outside  cases,  and  when  not  required  by  the  Borough 
there  are  few  cases  admitted  from  the  other  districts. 

There  is  also  another  important  point  in  connection  with 
the  administration  of  a  Fever  Hospital.  It  is  not  only  dangerous 
to  overcrowd  a  ward,  because  in  such  a  ward  the  virulence  of  the 
infection  tends  to  increase  and  complications  become  more 
frequent  and  serious,  but  it  is  also  very  necessary  to  allow  the 
ward  to  become  empty  from  time  to  time  for  thorough  cleansing 
and  disinfection.  For  these  reasons  there  is  difficulty  in  receiving- 
patients  from  outside  districts  into  the  Borough  Isolation 
Hospital,  which  in  epidemic  times  can  scarcely  accommodate  the 
patients  from  the  Borough ;  at  the  same  time  an  explanation  is 
offered  why  fever  hospitals  cannot  be  run  on  the  same  lines  and 
at  the  same  proportionate  cost  as  non-infectious  hospitals. 

For  the  last  two  years,  during  which  Miss  Ashforth  has  held 
the  post  of  Superintendent  of  Nurses  at  the  Hospital,  the  work 
which  falls  to  a  Matron’s  lot  has  been  very  thoroughly  carried 
out.  A  very  efficient  and  reliable  staff  of  nurses  has  been 
appointed,  and  this  has  been  facilitated  by  the  Health  Committee 
offering  more  adequate  remuneration  to  nurses  for  their  services 
than  heretofore.  A  nurse’s  duties  at  a  fever  hospital  are  often  very 
onerous.  She  is  brought  closely  into  contact  with  infection  in 
its  acute  form;  she  has  to  undertake  in  times  of  stress  an  undue 
amount  of  work ;  and  she  is  more  or  less  cut  off  from  the  social 
world  on  account  of  her  association  with  infection.  During  the 
year  5  nurses  have  contracted  infectious  disease  while  in  the 
execution  of  their  duties,  one  having  become  infected  with  scarlet 


fever,  two  with  enteric  fever  (one  of  whom  died),  one  with 
diphtheria  and  one  with  erysipelas.  One  wardmaid  also 
contracted  enteric  fever  and  died. 


During  these  two  years,  the  present  Matron  has  also  super¬ 
intended  the  thorough  stocking  of  the  wards  with  linen,  clothing 
and  other  requisites,  and  the  Hospital  at  Aikin  Street  is  now  in 
a  position  to  fit  out  from  its  reserve  stock  the  wards  at  Sankey 
Sanatorium,  should  it  be  suddenly  necessary  to  admit  smallpox 
or  other  cases  into  that  institution. 


At  the  present  time  the  Health  Committee  are  considering 
means  for  bringing  the  laundry  more  up-to-date,  and  with  that 
improvement  completed  the  Hospital,  as  it  stands,  may  be  said  to 
be  very  thoroughly  equipped.  There  is,  however,  one  addition  to 
the  Hospital  which  would  be  of  great  benefit,  and  that  is  the 
building  of  a  small  pavilion  containing  several  small  wards,  each 
of  which  large  enough  to  accommodate  two  patients.  Such  wards 
would  be  extremely  useful  for  the  separate  isolation  of  patients 
suffering  from  an  illness  of  a  doubtful  nature  and  also  for  the 
isolation  of  special  cases  of  mixed  infection. 

During  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  carried 
out  the  treatment  of  the  patients  at  the  Hospital  except  in  a  few 
instances  when  the  parents  have  desired  the  family  doctor  to 
attend  their  children. 


Eight  operations  (tracheotomy)  have  been  performed  during 
the  year  for  the  relief  of  obstruction  to  the  air  passages  due  to 
diphtheria.

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SECTION  III. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  IN  THE  BOROUGH  AND  THE 
INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  THEREIN. 

There  are  18  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough  ;  14 
of  these  are  licensed  annually,  and  4,  which  were  in  existence 
before  1875,  are  registered.  Recent  improvements  in  the 
sanitary  condition  of  these  slaughter-houses  (except  with  respect 
to  2  registered  premises)  have  been  already  referred  to  in  the 
report. 

« 

1,749  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  various  premises  during 
the  year  and,  as  far  as  possible,  these  visits  are  made  during  the 
time  slaughtering  is  being  carried  on. 

CARCASES  AFFECTED  WITH  TUBERCULOSIS.— In 
the  inspection  of  any  tuberculous  carcase  to  decide  as  to  the 
need  for  its  total  or  partial  condemnation,  I  am  guided  by  the 
principles  laid  down  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  Tuberculosis 
in  their  report  of  1898,  which  was  recommended  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  in  1901  and  1904  as  a  basis  on  which  the 
officials  of  local  authorities  should  act. 

During  the  year  24  carcases  were  found  to  be  tuberculous. 
In  the  majority  of  instances  the  state  of  the  carcase  was  reported 
by  the  butcher  to  the  Health  Department ;  in  a  certain  number 
of  instances  the  Inspector  was  present  during  the  slaughtering 
and  detected  the  diseased  condition ;  while  only  in  one  instance 
was  any  hesitation  shown  by  the  butcher  in  reporting  an 
evidently  diseased  animal. 

Of  the  24  affected  carcases,  15  were  totally  and  9  in  part 
condemned,  our  action  in  this  respect  being  guided  by  the  rules 
laid  down  by  the  Royal  Commission. 

Although  I  have  followed  the  principles  above  referred  to,  I 
have  done  so  with  much  misgiving  when  condemning  only  a  part 
of  a  carcase  affected  with  tuberculosis.  It  is  very  unsatisfactory 
to  pass  as  food  fit  for  human  consumption  any  portion  of  an 
animal  which  shows  signs  of  tuberculosis,  even  when  the  disease 
is  apparently  small  in  extent  and  apparently  limited  to  a  certain 
part  of  the  carcase.  It  is  very  difficult  to  say  (as  has  been 
pointed  out  at  some  length  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne)  that  the  apparently  healthy  parts  of  a 
tuberculous  carcase  are  really  free  from  the  early  stages  of  the 
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disease  which  are  invisible  to  the  naked  eye.  Cooking 
may  or  may  not  be  a  safeguard,  much  depending  on  its  thorough¬ 
ness;  but  it  is  certainly  unsatisfactory  to  pass  as  fit  for  human 
food  any  part  of  an  animal  which  shows  any  definite  signs  of 
tuberculosis.  Faced  with  the  report  of  the  Eoyal  Commission 
and  the  direction  of  the  Local  Government  Board  on  the  matter, 
a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  little  choice  but  to  pass  the 
apparently  healthy  parts  of  a  carcase  when  the  disease  is  not 
extensive,  and  especially  is  this  course  forced  upon  him  as  at 
present  the  butcher  has  to  bear  practically  the  whole  loss  in¬ 
curred  when  a  carcase  is  condemned.  As  many  of  the  tuber¬ 
culous  animals  are  well  nourished  and  show  no  signs  of  the 
disease  when  alive,  it  is  very  difficult  for  the  butcher  to  avoid 
buying  them,  and  it  is  therefore  manifestly  unfair  to  put  the 
whole  loss  on  his  shoulders  when  such  a  carcase  is  found  after 
slaughtering  to  be  affected  with  the  disease.

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SLUM  PROPERTY. 

In  my  report  for  the  year  1907,  the  vital  statistics  for  the 
population  living  in  what  are  called  slum  dwellings  was  given, 
these  dwellings  comprising  those  which  open  into  courts  or 
which  are  so  situated  in  back  and  badly  ventilated  streets  as  to 
be  under  similar  insanitary  conditions.  The  population  of  these 
dwellings  wTas  again  counted  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  report 
and  the  vital  statistics  for  this  population  worked  out. 

In  order  that  the  statistics  previously  obtained  may  be  com¬ 
pared  with  those  for  1909,  they  are  included  in  the  table  giyen 
below. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  slum  dwellings  has  been 
reduced  by  39.  The  death-rates  (except  the  zymotic)  for  the 
year  1909  are  somewhat  less  excessive  than  those  for  1907,  but 
they  still  compare  very  unfavourably  with  those  for  the  Borough 
as  a  whole. 

In  presenting  these  tables,  I  desire  to  make  it  clear  that  these 
slum  dwellings  are  not  confined  to  any  special  district.  They  com¬ 
prise  in  fact  the  worst  property  in  the  various  districts  of  the 
Borough  and  are  inhabited  by  the  poorest  part  of  the  general 
population,  and  they  are  classed  together  here  only  because  they 
have  these  features  in  common.  In  making  use,  therefore,  of 
the  figures  thus  obtained,  certain  restraint  must  be  exercised. 
They  cannot  be  compared  with  rates  given  for  other  towns,  unless 
it  is  carefully  ascertained  that  these  latter  rates  have  been 
obtained  on  similar  lines ;  and  as  far  as  I  know,  similar  figures 
have  not  been  prepared  for  other  towns.

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SECTION  IV. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  LADY  INSPECTOR. 

During  the  year  the  Lady  Inspector,  Miss  Pakes,  has  per¬ 
formed  the  duties  of  Inspector  of  Midwives  and  Health  Visitor, 
but  the  greater  part  of  her  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  former 
work. 

The  work  which  has  been  done  by  Miss  Pakes  as  Inspector  of 
Midwives  is  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Paying  periodical  visits  to  each  midwife’s  home  to  ascer¬ 

tain  that  strict  cleanliness  is  observed,  and  to  examine 
the  midwife’s  bag  and  registers. 

(2)  Investigating  in  certain  instances  the  midwife’s  method 

of  practice  while  conducting  a  case  of  labour. 

(3)  Holding  a  series  of  classes  during  the  winter  for  the 

instruction  of  midwives  ;  and  giving  additional 
instruction,  especially  to  the  untrained  midwives,  as 
occasion  arises. 

(4)  Keeping  a  record  of  all  notices  sent  in  by  the  mid  wives 

in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board. 

(5)  Investigating  all  cases  of  still-birth  occurring  in  a 

midwife’s  practice. 

(6)  Investigating  and  dealing  with  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever. 

(7)  Making  special  enquiries  in  connection  with  any  ascer¬ 

tained  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  a  midwife. 

There  were,  during  1909,  28  certified  mid  wives  practising  in 
the  Borough,  three  of  these  also  having  midwifery  practices  out¬ 
side  the  Borough.  Of  the  28  certified  midwives,  12  only  have 
received  special  training  in  their  work. 

During  the  year  these  28  midwives  attended  (according  to 
their  registers)  1,758  confinements  in  the  Borough. 

As  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  there  were  during  the  year  about 
11  uncertified  women  who  acted  as  midwives  in  the  Borough.  It 
is  difficult  to  ascertain  the  number  of  labours  conducted  during 
the  year  by  these  uncertified  women,  but  the  number  given  by 
them  is  160. 

By  taking  these  figures  and  making  allowance  for  twins  and 
still-births,  the  number  of  living  children  in  Warrington  brought 
into  the  world  during  1909  by  midwives  amounts  to  1,892 
(approximately).  Deducting  this  number  from  the  total  regis¬ 
tered  births  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  we  obtain  a  figure 
366,  which  represents  the  maximum  number  of  children  that 
could  have  been  delivered  by  medical  practitioners. 
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The  Midwives  Act,  1902,  forbids  any  uncertified  woman  to 
attend  cases  of  labour  after  April  1st,  1910,  unless  under  the 
direction  of  a  medical  practitioner,  but  as  the  work  done  by  the 
uncertified  woman  is  apparently  inconsiderable,  there  will  be  no 
lack  of  available  midwives  after  that  date. 

Miss  Pakes  has  also  investigated  during  the  year  the  majority 
of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  has  visited  as  far 
as  possible  those  new-born  babies  which  come  under  her  notice, 
in  order  to  give  the  mothers  instruction  as  to  the  care  and  feed¬ 
ing  of  their  offspring.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  per  1,000  births, 
was  129  during  1909  as  compared  with  134  during  1908.  The 
meteorological  conditions  which  prevailed  during  the  Summer  and 
Autumn  of  1909  were  very  similar  to  those  of  the  two  preceding 
years,  there  being  little  of  the  hot  dry  weather  which  favours 
the  occurrence  of  diarrhoea  amongst  hand-fed  children.  Accord¬ 
ingly  a  low  infantile  mortality  rate  was  to  be  expected,  and,  had 
it  not  been  that  measles  and  pneumonia  were  prevalent,  the 
infantile  death-rate  would  have  been  considerably  below  the 
figure  recorded. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  present  year  (1910)  the  Notification 
of  Births  Act  was  adopted  in  the  Borough,  and  the  early 
information  thus  obtained  of  the  births  will  be  of  great  help  to 
the  Health  Department  in  dealing  with  the  question  of  infantile 
mortality  provided  it  is  possible  to  take  advantage  of  the 
information  by  paying  early  visits  at  the  homes  where  the  births 
have  occurred,  and  repeating  these  visits  at  intervals  during  the 
first  year  of  the  infant’s  life.  Instead  of  appointing  another 
Lady  Health  Visitor  at  the  present  time,  the  Health  Committee 
desire  to  see  how  far  Miss  Bakes  can  cope  with  this  work  in 
addition  to  her  special  work  as  Inspector  of  Midwives  under  the 
Midwives  Act,  1902. 


As  about  1,636  of  the  2,258  births  which  occurred  during  1909 
were  attended  by  midwives  without  a  doctor  being  called  in,  it 
may  be  concluded  that  there  will  be  about  that  number  of  infants 
to  be  visited  and  revisited  during  the  present  year,  and  that 
therefore  it  will  be  quite  impossible  for  Miss  Pakes  to  do  more 
than  pay  one  visit  in  each  of  the  cases.  It  will,  therefore,  very 
probably  be  found  necessary  to  appoint  a  second  Health  Visitor 
or  to  make  some  special  arrangements  for  the  revisiting  of  these 
infants,  as  mothers  require  advice  and  guidance  during  various 
critical  stages  in  the  infant's  first  year  of  life. 


Such  work  as  this  carried  out  by  Lady  Health  Visitors,  and 
backed  up  by  an  improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
poorer  districts  in  the  Borough,  must  bear  good  fruit  in  the 
shape  of  a  reduced  infantile  mortality  rate.

SMOKE  OBSERVATION. 

148  observations,  each  extending  over  a  period  of  30  minutes, 
have  been  taken,  and  in  16  cases  black  smoke  was  emitted 
for  a  longer  period  than  is  allowed  by  the  standard  fixed  by  your 
Committee.  In  three  cases  where  offences  were  committed  when 
inquiries  were  made  at  the  works  it  was  found  that  the  chimneys 
in  question  were  connected  with  furnaces  used  for  smelting,  &c.; 
in  the  13  other  cases  statutory  notices  were  served,  and  upon  a 
second  observation  being  taken  with  three  exceptions  considerable 
improvement  was  noted.  These  cases  were  dealt  with  in 
accordance  with  your  instructions.

In  addition  to  the  above,  34  more  samples  of  milk  were  pur¬ 
chased  either  from  the  farmer’s  cart  when  delivering  milk  to  the 
retailer  within  the  Borough  or  at  the  farm  premises  after  we  had 
seen  all  the  cows  milked,  to  check  those  samples  which  the 
Public  Analyst  certified  to  be  adulterated.  The  information 
obtained  in  this  way  is  very  useful,  and  in  many  cases  prevents 
the  innocent  person  from  being  prosecuted. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

269  Visits  have  been  paid  to  the  55  Bakehouses  which  are  in 
use  within  the  Borough.  The  sanitary  control  of  the  Bakehouses 
is  carried  on  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  the  Factory  and 
Workshops  Acts  (page  49). 


COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  78  Milkshops  and  11  Registered  Cowsheds  within 
the  Borough.  465  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  Milkshops, 
and  47  inspections  of  the  Cowsheds  and  Cattle  kept  therein. 

A  Special  Report  on  the  condition  of  the  Milkshops  within  the 
Borough  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  myself.  Further  legislation  with  respect 
to  the  retail  of  milk  by  small  dealers  is  much  required,  as  at  the 
present  time  any  person  desiring  to  retail  milk  can  apply  to  be 
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registered,  and  his  request  must  be  complied  with.  We  can,  of 
course,  stop  the  sale  of  milk  from  insanitary  premises,  but 
premises  without  coming  under  the  term  insanitary  may  be 
quite  unsuitable  for  the  storage  or  sale  of  milk. 


COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  84  Common  Lodging-houses  within  the  Borough 
registered  to  accommodate  702  persons:  1,491  visits  have  been 
paid  to  them,  and  a  strict  watch  kept  over  travellers  lodging 
therein  with  a  view  to  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases,  to  see  that  there  was  no  overcrowding  and  that 
the  requirements  of  the  byelaws  were  carried  out.  No  cases 
of  infectious  sickness  have  been  reported  at  registered  Com¬ 
mon  Lodging-houses  during  the  year. 


HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

There  are  85  houses  within  the  Borough  registered  as  above ; 
58  visits  have  been  paid  to  them.  The  number  of  houses 
registered  under  the  above  heading  have  gradually  diminished 
during  the  last  ten  years.  As  there  are  plenty  of  empty  houses 
within  the  Borough,  the  practice  of  allowing  two  families  to 
occupy  one  house  has  been  prevented  as  far  as  possible. 


CANAL  BOATS. 

101  Boats  which  were  found  berthed  on  the  River  Mersey 
within  the  Borough  of  Warrington  were  inspected  during  the 
year. 

On  two  boats  defects  were  found  which  were  remedied  upon 
the  attention  of  the  owners  being  drawn  to  the  matter. 

No  infectious  sickness  was  dealt  with  on  these  boats  during 
the  year.

Swine  Fever. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  only  been  one  outbreak  of 
Swine  Fever  within  the  Borough. 

The  alteration  made  in  the  arrangement  for  granting  move¬ 
ment  licences  by  the  Swine  Fever  (Regulation  of  Movement) 
Order  of  1908,  especially  for  swine  being  removed  for  immediate 
slaughter,  must  have  been  of  considerable  benefit  to  both  pig 
keepers  and  butchers. 


Lancashire  ( Parasitic  Mange )  Order  of  1908. 

This  Order,  which  is  in  force  within  the  Borough,  makes  it 
imperative  for  the  owner  of  a  horse,  ass  or  mule  affected  with  or 
suspected  of  Parasitic  Mange  to  isolate  that  animal  separate 
from  animals  not  so  affected  or  suspected,  and  to  give  notice  of 
the  fact  of  the  horse,  ass  or  mule  being  so  affected  or  suspected 
to  a  police  constable,  who  will  give  information  to  an  Inspector 
of  the  Local  Authority. 

No  cases  of  Parasitic  Mange  were  dealt  with  during  1909. 
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Glanders  or  Farcy  Order  oj  1907. 

This  Order  extends  to  England  and  Wales  and  Scotland.  It 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  day  of  .January,  1908,  but  up  to 
the  end  of  the  year  1909  no  suspected  case  has  been  reported 
within  this  Borough. 

In  conclusion  my  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  District 
Inspectors  and  Clerks  for  their  valuable  help  in  carrying  out  the 
ever  increasing  work  of  the  Department. 

Their  ready  response  to  perform  any  duty  devolving  upon  them 
is  both  gratifying  and  worthy  of  mention.
